On tlie west coast,

China Sea shore, tlio invaders were 
forced back to tho coast, and either 
destroyed, captured or 
drowned, 
the communique said. 


On tho east side of tho peninsula, 


facing Manila Bay, a frontal mass 
attack was smashed by artillery 
fire before It got well under way.

however, that tho Japanese 
had 


fought their way In tho last three 
weeks about half way down the 
peninsula. 


The fighting on tho oast coast 


took place In the area of Pllar, the 
war department said, and this point 
near-nn Important road Junction 
Is only seventeen miles from the 
end of tho peninsula opposite the 
Corrogidor fortress.

Tho latest report of MacArthur's 
staunch defense linos in rugged 
Batan Peninsula coincided with a 
belief in Washington that tho Pa- 
cific fleet has recovered a consid- 
erable measure of the striking pow- 
er lost nt. Pearl Harbor Dec. 7. 


New offensive action against Ja- 
pan's position In tho mul-Paclflo 
was regarded as entirely probable. 


This view was held by naval ex- 


perls as a result of tho navy's dis- 
closure yesterday that fleet units 
had attacked Japanese naval and 
air bases in the Marshall and Gil- 
bert Islands.

RANGOON, Burma, Feb. 2.— (fP) 


—Allied bombers have blasted Jap- 
anese forces on Kadu Island, In the 
Salween River estuary between oc- 
cupied Moulmein and tho railroad 
city of Martaban to the north, an 
RAF communique announced to- 
day.All the planes returned safely, the 
communique said, and others scout- 
ed enemy territory along the front 
formed by the Salween River In 
Eastern Burma, around the Gulf 
of Martaban from Rangoon.
